The 
letters are chie fly addressed to Col. Israel 
Shreeve, commanding in New Jersey, and 
are dated from headquarters at Valley 
Forge, New Windsor and other places 
‘between February, and January, 
/178l. 
_ The most interesting of the series is a 
letter signed by Washington on sentences 
by court martial, in which he says: “I 
cannot confirm the sentence against Car- 
iter until I have consulted Governor Liv- 
‘ingston. Introducing court martial into 
ihis state was intended to remedy the 
weakness of the civil power, but in the 
istate of New Jersey, where there is a 
* aw framed for the purpose of trying in- 
ihabitants taking arms on the side of the 
enemy. I think such persons should be 
delivered to the civil power.” 

In a signed address to the militia of 
New also inecluced in the series, 
Washington said: “By the aid of the 
Continental troops the militia will oblige 
ithe enemy to retire to the city of Phila- 
delphia.’
